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WASHINGTON, Ind. Rep. 

James W. Wadsworth (R., N. Y.), 
charged today President Roose¬ 
velt’s court reorganization pro¬ 
gram turned the United States 
from economic recovery to eco¬ 
nomic recession. 

The upstate New York congress¬ 
man was keynote speaker at a Re¬ 
publican rally on a farm near here 
opening the midwestem general 
and national congressional cam¬ 
paigns. 

PRESIDENT READIED 

Representative Wadsworth called 
the present slump ttie “second or 
Roosevelt depression” because, he 
said, “I am convinced that he, 
more than any other person or 
group of persons, is responsible 
for it.” 

He said that in January, 19,37, 
the country was “getting back on 
its feet” because of promises of a 
breathing spell for business and a 
balanced budget. 

“In the month of February, 1937, 
the President sent his message to 
the congress urging the passage of 
legislation which would enable 
him to pack the supreme court,” 
he went on. 

PRICES F.ALL 

“Instantly the whole picture 
changed. T^e shock was too great 
to be endured by a people just be¬ 
ginning to recover their breath. 
From that very moment prices be¬ 
gan to fall again. Multitudes of 
people . . . lost their nerve.” 

Wad.sworth charged that Presi¬ 
dent Roo.sevelt and his advisors 
“despite the congress and the su¬ 
preme court and so long as he sits 
in the White House every conceiv¬ 
able effort will be made to bring 
the congress and the court to sub¬ 
jection.” 

“A small group of men headed 
by the President believe that the 
American people would be happier 
and more prosperous if they were 
marshaled into a column and 
marched along the highway of life, 
guided and controlled by supposed¬ 
ly superior wi.sdom, lodged in gov¬ 
ernment,” Wadswortli said. “If we 
di.sobey we must be ounished.” 
CAULS IT GAMBLING 

He charged the President with 
trying to “subdue the congress and 
the courts to the executi- e will” 
and told Republicans Lhefr task 
was to resist this drive in a "fight 
for the preservation of free in¬ 
stitutions.” 

“The administration is gam¬ 
bling,” he said, "the fate of the 
nation is the stake. The gambler 
lost on his first throw of the dice 
and the nation wiil lo.se on the sec¬ 
ond throw—if we do not return to 
sanity and that mighty soon.” 

“The relief rolls, greatly in¬ 
creased in recent months,” he went 
on, “are not now decreasing. Taxes, 
greatly increased during the last 
three years, are still woefully in¬ 
sufficient to cover expenditures of 
the government. We are still bor¬ 
rowing recklessly and it is now 
conceded that the national debt 
v/ili exceed forty billion dollars by 
the end of the next fiscal year.” 


By the Associated Press 
Great Britain appealed today to 
“all quarters” to lessen the tension 
in Czechoslovakia as the world, 
with deadly strife in Spain, China 
and Palestine, anxiously watched 
deepening rivalries in central 
Europe. 

The British statement was re¬ 
garded generally as evidence that 
Britain was becoming increasing¬ 
ly worried over events at Praha. 

It was issued a few hours before 
Sir John Simon, chancellor of the 
exchequer, spoke on the Czecho¬ 
slovak situation which, apparent¬ 
ly, was approaching a showdown. 
MAY HAVE TO FIGHT 

Sir John, former foreign secre¬ 
tary, served notice that Great 
Britain might have to fight if

In an unmistakeable plea to 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler, he com¬ 
pared tlie beginning of conflict to 
the beginning of a fire In a high 
wind. 

FINAL CONCESSIONS 

The Praha government made 
what it called final concessions to 
its Sudeten Germsm minority, be¬ 
hind whose demands for autonomy 
Germany stands as self-styled 
“protection” of 3,500,000 Germanic 
citizens of Czechoslovakia. 

The Sudeten German leadership, 
undecided what attitude to take 
over the new arbitration pro¬ 
posals, looked to Berlin for a pos¬ 
sible helping hand. Content of the 
offers was not disclosed. 


PHILADELHIA. P(A»)—Coroner 
Charles H. Hersch charged today 
there was a "definite conspiracy 
on the part of guards to cover 
up what really happened” at the 
hiladelphia county prison where 
four convicts met mysterious 
deaths in super-heated punish¬ 
ment cells. 

The coroner said the “conspir¬ 
acy” had temporarily delayed his 
plans to arrest "higher-ups” and 
a “blackjack squad” or guards 
whao he blamed for turning steam 
in a battery of large radiators 
outside the cells and “literally 
baking the prisoners to death.” 

5 IN HOSPITALS 

The convicts’ bruised, nude bod¬ 
ies were found Monday in the 
prison “klondike”—a semi-dark, 
stuffy 15 by 50-foot building in 
which Hersch said 25 unruly pris¬ 
oners were given the "heat cure” 
for particpatlng in a hunger 
strike. Besides those who died, 
five others are in hospitals, ill 
from shock and fever. 

“The guards obviously rehearsed 
their stories in an attempt to 
whitewa.sh the whole affair,” the 
coroner declared. 

Asst. Dist. Atty. John A. 
Boyle, who with Hersch is con¬ 
ducting the investigation, assert¬ 
ed that the four dead men had 
been “tortured for three days” by 
the “blackjack squad” in the 
nearly air-tigh cells. 

TORTURED 3 DAYS 

"Tho.se four men were put in 
early Friday afternoon,” Boyle 
said. “They were given the heat 
—how long I don’t know. 

"A small number of hunger 
strikers refu.sed to go back to 
food and kept on making trouble 
Saturday. That day the guards 
took 11 more out of their cells 
in the prison and locked them up 
in the punishment block. 

“They continued to yell and 
once more the guards turned on 
the heat. Thet first four, weak¬ 
ened by their own ’treatment’ felt 
this puni.shment more severely 
than the newcomers. On Sunday 
the last handful of recalictrants, 
10 of them, were locked up, and 
once more the heat was applied. 

“That was more than human 
flesh could bear for the four who 
were the first victims.”

WORLD WARNED 

LANARK, Scotland. tfl>) — Sir 
John Simon, chancellor of the ex¬ 
chequer, served notice on an 
anxious world today that Great 
Britain might have to fight if 
Germany started a war in central

The former foreign minister re¬ 
peated, “as hold good today,” 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber¬ 
lain’s declaration before the house 
of commons March 24 that "if war 
were to break out it would be un¬ 
likely to be confined to those who 
have assumed such obligations”— 
to aid Czechoslovakia against ag¬ 
gression. 

PLEA TO HITLER 

Sir John coupled a firm wamlag 
that there “is no limit rto .the re¬ 
actions of war” today wlthan ua* 
mistakable plea to Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler to do his “duty” and 
take outside pressure off the dis¬ 
pute in Czechoslovakia where the 
Nazi-supported German Sudeten 
party demands autonomy. 

“The beginning of a conflict is 
like the beginning of a fire in a 
high wind,” he said. 

“It may be limited at the start. 
But whoc an say how far it would 
spread or how much destruction it 
would do or how many may be 
called to beat it out?” 

ANXIETY FELT 

The chancellor of the exchequer 
spoke at a conservative party 
demonstration in this Scottish 
town after significant conferences 
during the week with Foreign 
Secretary Viscount Halifax. 

His speech clearly reflected 
Britain’s ^ave anxiety lest Chan¬ 
cellor Hitler come to a point where 
he is ready to thrust armed might 
across the German frontier

BERLIN. (JPI —Foreign military 
observers believe Germany has 
demonstrated that her arm stands 
in the front ranks of a rearming 
Europe. 

Today they settled down to di¬ 
gest what they saw in the way of 
new technical equipment when 
Chancellor Hitler paraded a frac¬ 
tion of the tremendous store of 
military equipment before Hun¬ 
gary’s visiting regent.

Perhaps overshadowing all else 
in significance were four formid¬ 
able new guns which military ex¬ 
perts said were the largest they 
ever knew to be moved in motor 
transport. 

TTie guns were dismantled for 
movement, five trucks being used 
for each. 

To practiced military eyes the 
weapon appeared to be of between 
nine and 11-inch caliber with a 
barrel about 40 feet long.

Lawson O. Gist, young Orange 
laborer, today was headed for a 
five-years-to-life sentence in Sar. 
Quentin penitentiary. 

’The fourth district court of ap¬ 
peal, m a decision written by Su¬ 
perior Judge Gordon Thompson of 
San Diego, sitting as justice pro 
tern, today had affirmed a decision 
by Superior Judge James L. Allen 
of Santa Ana denying Gist a new 
trial on charges of kidnaping, rob¬ 
bery and grand theft. 

Gist was convicted by a supe¬ 
rior court jury on all three charges; 
and his attorney, Fred D. John¬ 
ston, filed the appeal on grounds 
of improper legal conduct by Har¬ 
old A. McCabe, then deputy dis¬ 
trict attorney. ’The court today de¬ 
cided McCabe’s action in calling a 
witness and then Impeaching her 
was not error which would reverse 
the decision. 

Gist was arrested after James 
K. Givens of Santa Ana was ac¬ 
costed by an armed man on North 
Main street last Feb. 25. The ban¬ 
dit forced Givens to drive several 
miles, then freed him and escaped 
with the car. 


SANTA CRUZ. (A1—California’s 
state fish and game commission 
boat. The Bluefin, was ordered to 
patrol the ocean off Monterey bay 
today to prevent open warfare 
between Sana Cruz shark fisher¬ 
men and San Francisco and Mon¬ 
terey purse seiners.

SACRAMENTO. (A»)—Dr. Wal¬ 
ter F. Dexter, state superinten¬ 
dent of public instruction, today 
stated the migration of large 
numbers of persons, principally 
from the drought states, has pre¬ 
cipitated a situation “bordering on 
a calamity” in many of the school 
districts of California. 

“This is due to the fact that 
most of those migrating into Cal¬ 
ifornia during recent years are 
migratory laborers seeking manual 
employment,” Dr. Dexter de¬ 
clared. “Many of these are ex¬ 
tremely poor and contribute lit¬ 
tle if any value to locally tax¬ 
able walth. Thus the cost of the 
education of the children of these 
migrant families must be borne 
by taxes.”

RENO, Nev. (Ab —Ed Collins, 
27-year-old ex-convict, was strip¬ 
ped, nailed to a cross and left 
to die with his clothes burning 
at his feet because, he said, “I 
know too much.” 

Rescued, he told officers before 
going to sleep today under the 
influence of hypodermics, that he 
was nailed to the cross last night 
by two former “pals” Involved in 
a San Diego, Calif., pay roll hold¬ 
up for which he was sent to San 
Quentin prison. 

When he refused to join them 
in a robbery and insisted’ upon 
“going straight,” Collins said they 
told him: 

“All right. If you want to be 
a little saviour, we’ll make one 
out of you.” 

Collins' screams and the fire 


which seared his feet attracted 
Earl Dabney, a negro, to the spot 
near the county hospital. He sum¬ 
moned police who rescued Collins. 

They found him face upward, 
spread eagled on the crude cross. 
A ten penny nail was driven 
through each hand and each foot. 

Doctors said he would recover 
unless the nail holes in his feet 
and hands became infected. 

Police Captain B. R. Adden- 
brooke said Collins, also known 
as Chester Howard, came here 
Thursday after being released 
Aug. 3 from San Quentin prison 
in California where he served six 
years, three months and ten days 
for the San Diego robbery. 

He said Collins told him two

Negotiations with city council- 
men to get consideration of a pro¬ 
posal that the council draft a 
new city charter to be submitted 
to the voters late this fall were 
renewed today by realtors and 
other proponents of the charter 
manager form of government as 
they prepared to lay the ground¬ 
work to “sell” the plan to the 
public. 

The Santa Ana Realty board 
and officials of the chamber of 
commerce, which has indorsed the 
council-manager setup to be asked 
under the proposed charter, yes¬ 
terday were warned it would take 
“plenty of work” to put the plan 
across in a talk by Homer Cha¬ 
ney, local economics expert and 
former city councilman. 

“It is a maxim of public fi¬ 
nance that taxes will never de¬ 
crease,” Chaney admonished. "Fif¬ 
ty years from now, taxes will be 
much higher than now because 
people will demand more service. 
Bccau.se of that, it becomes in¬ 
creasingly imperative that we get 
the maxium return on our tax 
dollar.” 

Chaney indicated that elimina¬ 
tion of politics, favoritsm and 
pressures, which he said could be 
accomplished under an efficient 
manager setup, can make gov¬ 
ernment as efficient as private 
business. "But you have to prove 
to the Santa Ana citizens that 
the manager plan would bring 
about efficiency and economy.” 

"Are you prepared to prove with 
facts that it will do those things?” 
he challenged. “Can you prove 
that we've been penny wise and 
pound foolish in certain in¬ 
stances? It will take a lot of 
hard work for you people to show 
the voters that more efficiency is 
possible under a centralized city 
government.” 

‘To put the plan across, we'll 
have to admit we have a good 
city government.” Chaney went 
on. “We’ll have to assure the 
incumbents in the city family that 
they will not be changed except 
in a few borderline cases, and 
we’ll have to assure the public 
utilities their franchises won’t he 
affected unless there is some real 
need to do it for the sake of ef¬ 
ficiency.” 

"If you do those things, and if 
you compile your facts into def¬ 
inite proofs that the plan will 
work here, you can get the ma¬ 
jority of the potential opposition 
on your .side at the outset of the 
campaign,” he declared. 

Chaney strongly indorsed the 
charter propo.sal, which he said 
would have to have four pre-req- 
uisitc.s: simplicity, brevity, under- 
standabllity and a sufficiently com¬ 
prehensive grant of powers to the 
city so it would be workable.

SAN FRANCISCO. (JF)—A prin¬ 
cipal opponent of Senator William 
G. McAdoo, administration candi¬ 
date in next Tuesday’s primary, 
rallied today to the support of 
a scrip pen.sion plan for California 
jobless, which President Roosevelt 
described as a short-cut to Utopia. 

Sheridan Downey, generally re¬ 
garded as one of the strongest 
contenders for the Democratic 
nomination in a four-way race, 
said the President’s ideas on the 
pension proposal were erroneous. 

Leaders in the pension move¬ 
ment, under which all California 
unemployed over 50 would be 
given $30 in scrip weekly, said 
the chief executive was misin¬ 
formed in his opposition. 

Senator McAdoo termed the "$30 
every Thursday” plan financially 
unsound and the federal govern¬ 
ment must be the "backdone” of 
any successful old age pension 
plan. 

The senator, (openly blessed by 
President Roosevelt, said adoption 
of such a plan by California 
“would attract to thi.s state thou¬ 
sands of persons who would come 
just to get the benefits of the 
pension plan.” 

The proposed pension would be 
financed by a two per cent weekly 
stamp tax upon the scrip, which 
would be legal tender for taxes, 
but which merchants would not 
have to accept as money. 

The proposal, an initiative meas¬ 
ure, is not involved in Tuesday’s 
ballot, and must pass a supreme 
court test of its right to appear 
on the November general election 
ballot. Two taxpayers have chal¬ 
lenged its validity in a case now 
pending before the state’s high 
court. 

Candidate Downey said he hoped 
the pension plan “may be a short 
cut to Utopia.” 

“As to the President’s statement 
that the stamps would be a tax 
on all the people.

CONCORD, N. C. (A") — A 32- 
year-old farmer who said he 
chewed a root given him by a 
negro witch doctor and didn’t re¬ 
member whether or not he killed 
his 19-year-old sister-in-law was 
under sentence today to die

A jury convicted the farmer, 
Baxter Parnell, last night of first 
degree murder after deliberating 
several hours. Parnell, ruddy¬ 
faced and powerfully-built, re¬ 
ceived the verdict unemotionally. 

The defense gave notice of an 
appeal for a new trial. 

Parnell, who said he quit school 
in the first grade after attending 
for “six or seven years,” told the 
jury that he didn’t intend to kill 
Janie Fink, his sister-in-law, but 
that chewing the witch doctor’s 
“charm” made his mind "come 
and go.” 

The alleged witch doctor, Jenny 
Morris, a gaunt, wrinkled little 
woman, said that Parnell came to 
her home the day before the kill¬ 
ing and told her he was “down and 
out.” She said she gave him a 
little hit of “rattletongue” and told 
him ”to gnaw it and spit it out.” 

About the ingredients of her 
concoctions the negress was eva¬ 
sive and reticent. “I ain’t got 
time to tell you,” she told the 
court. She said she worked to 
"do people good” and that she sold 
her potions to “cure miseries and 
to bring people good luck.”

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600 TO WORK 
AS SUGAR BEET 
PLANT OPENS 

Commencement of the annual 
BUgar beet campaign today had 
thrown work open to more than 
600 men, as the Holly Sugar com¬ 
pany's Delhi plant prepared for 
two months of steady operation. 

Thomas H. Lacy, plant superin¬ 
tendent, said the plant itself will 
employ about 300 workers to re¬ 
duce to sugar and by-products 
some 60,000 tons of beets. Har¬ 
vesting and trucking of the beets 
will give work to another .300 em¬ 
ployes. 

Although the autumn campaign 
heretofore has been the only one 
of the year, this season’s opera¬ 
tions are the second since last 
January. Beets from Imperial 
valley were shipped in for the 
other campaign last spring. 

Lacy said sugar contents of the 
beets is high this year, and pro¬ 
duction will be heavier than usual. 
Some beets will be hauled here 
from Los Angeles county fields, 
he indicated. 

Because of the expense of start¬ 
ing the huge machinery in the 
Holly plant, factory employes will 
work on continuous shifts with the 
plant kept open 24 hours a day.

The Bible lays great emphasis upon 
the home and the parental relationship, 
its glory and re.sponsibility. One of the 
great commandment-s requires the chil¬ 
dren to honor their fathers and mothers. 
But the parents also are required to 
be such and conduct themselves in such 
a way as to be worthy of that honor. 

Last week we were thinking about 
the place and responsibility of the 
mother. Today it is the father we are 
to think about. We say that the hus¬ 
band and father is the head of the 
hou.se. Too many men are not worthy 
of that name. At times we unduly 
release him from much of the care of 
the home, especially the care of the 
children. 

Our lesson today gives us the picture 
of a father who failed in his home life 
with his sons. That father was Eli. 
May we suggest that the entire story 
of Eli be read, as found in I Samuel. 
Eli held two offices In Israel, judge 
and priest. As a judge he was in a 
place of authority relative to the law. 
As the priest he was in authority in 
the house of the Lord. And as a father 
he was in the place of authority in the 
home. He evidently was a good man 
at heart and had some zeal for Israel, 
but in his leadership and influencing

The story is told of a father walk¬ 
ing in soft ground along the edge 
of a dangerous cliff.

produce of the times in which they lived 
even as our children will without re¬ 
straint. They became so wicked they 
even robbed the people who brought 
offerings to the temple. When Eli heard 
of this, he reproved them but it was 
too late. He had failed in their forma¬ 
tive years. The ultimate result was the 
death of the two sons at the hands of 
the Philistines, and also the loss of 
the ark of God! Ell did do better by 
Samuel, perhaps having seen the mis¬ 
take he had made with his own boys. 

The conditions in Israel at this time 
were very similar to our own day in 
many ways. The world is suffering 
largely today because fathers are so 
busy with other things they have no 
time for their homes and children. Eli 
was not a bad man, in fact he was a 
religious man, but he fell down at a 
point of great Importance. And be¬ 
hold the result not only upon his sons 
but upon the nation, charged directly 
to him as a father—or his lack of be¬ 
ing the father he should have been. 
The home with its parents is God’s 
setup for the continuation and preser¬ 
vation of the race. Failure here is the 
greatest of failures. Let fathers learn 
from Ell in his neglect of his own chil¬ 
dren, let them see what may be done 
in the later work of Eli with Samuel.

Eyston's mighty "Thunderbolt" 
painted black to overcome a glar¬ 
ing sun which robbed him of a 
new record last Wednesday, \idien 
the electrical timing device failed, 
hit 347.49 miles per hour on the 
outward trip and 343.51 miles per 
hour on the return jaunt. 

By carrying out the computa¬ 
tions to a remote decimal figure, 
the avrage of 345.49 was readied 
by American Automobile associa¬ 
tion official timers. 

He traveled the first mile in 
10.36 seconds and the final lap 
in 10.48 seconds for an average 
of 10.41 seconds. 

Last November, when the old 
record was established, Eyston 
made 305.34 miles per hour on 
the outward lap and 317.74 miles 
per hour on the return. His sec¬ 
onds average was 11.56.

—(By Scienoz 
Service.)—Station W2XBS, oper¬ 
ated by the Radio Corporation of 
America and the National Bread¬ 
casting company, today reiumed 
experimental television broadcasts 
for a four-week period. 

Six one-hour telecasts, two 
hours of which will consist of en¬ 
tertainment material and four 
hours of test charts and still pic¬ 
tures, comprise each week’s ac¬ 
tivity.

More than 300,000 jobs are available in Germany— 
and no men to fill them. This according to verified pro¬ 
nouncement of agents of the German government. 

Said Patrick H. Joyce, president of the Chicago & 
Great Western railroad, on a recent visit to the Pacific 
northwest; “If everyone in America, able to afford it, 
would repair and modernize his house, reshingle his bam 
and paint his fence we’d have a labor shortage” 

Accepting both statements at face value for the sake 
of illustration, with the known fact of widespread unem¬ 
ployment in America as a background, a question auto¬ 
matically arises, “What has Germany got that we haven’t 
got?” 

Germany has a dictator, of course, but that is not the 
answer. America wants no dictator, come what may. 
Germany—and that means its millions of people, who 
never appear in the news dispatches—is engaged in a 
conscious, nation-wide improvement plan that embraces 
every city and hamlet and everj' home and building. 

If the people of the United .States were going forward 
in similar stride (see Mr. Joyce’s formula above), it would 
not be at all impossible that soon we should have 300,000 
jobs to fill and not men enough to fill them.

An Orator’s Trick 


Representative Jerry O’Connell of Montana uses a 
shallow but favorite trick of the orators of subversion 
when he, addressing the California CIO convention, says: 

Forget whether your leaders are Democrats, Social¬ 
ists, Republicans or Communists and consider whether 
they are efficient industrial unionists.”

The National Verdict 


In Canada not long ago President Roosevelt said that 
“no country where thought is free can prevent every fire¬ 
side and home within its border from considering evidence 
for itself and rendering its own verdict; and the sum total 
of these conclusions of educated men and women will, in 
the long run, become the national verdict.” 

The statement sets forth the truth that is America’s 
greatest glory.

EVERYDAY MOVIES

WASHINGTON. — (Special)— 
It looks as if Professor Felix 
Frankfurter is as good as appoint¬ 
ed to the supreme court to replace 
the late Justice Cardozo. 

For many years Dr. Frankfurt¬ 
er has obtained legal jobs, both in 
and out of the government, for his 
promising law students, starting 
dozens of them on the road to 
fame or fortune or both. Now some 
of these former students and de¬ 
voted disciples, in appreciation, 
and as evidence of their devotion 
to him, have pitched in to make 
him Cardozo’s successor on the 
supreme court. 

Some weeks ago they sounded 
out the president. He was favor¬ 
ably disposed but suggested that 
two possible objections might be 
raised, one geograhpical, the oth¬ 
er racial. Friends of Frankfurter 
were not concerned over the ra¬ 
cial objection, Cardozo W'as a 
Jew. Anyway they do not regard 
Roosevelt as a man to be intimi¬ 
dated by a few crackpot Jew- 
baiters. Besides he paid off the 
Klan a year ago. 

West Unrepresented 

The geographical objection has 
some merit. The mountain west 
has no member on the supreme 
court. This is more than a mat¬ 
ter of local pride. Western states 
have a large body of special laws 
concerning mining, public lands 
and water rights, peculiar to that 
section. Van Devanter, coming 
from Wyoming, and Sutherland, 
from Utah, were specialists in that 
field. Both men are now retired, 
leaving the court with no special¬ 
ist in Western law. To meet this 
need some administration friends 
of Justice Harold Stephens of 
Utah, now on the federal court of 
appeals here, urged his appoint- 
' ment. He is regarded highly here. 

: Frankfurter's friends, however, 

■ moved in to offset any western 
I drive by prompting Senator Nor- 
I ris of Nebraska to issue a state- 
I ment urging Frankfurter’s ap- 
I pointment. They have followed 
this up with a campaign of news¬ 
paper editorials and Washington 
columns in behalf of Frankfurter. 
These trial balloons have drawn 
no hostile fire except from Gen¬ 
eral Johnson, whose protest is 
regarded by friends of Frank¬ 
furter as likely to help their can¬ 
didate at the white house. 

One of the most active champ¬ 
ions of the mountain states. Sen¬ 
ator O’Mahoney of Wyoming, said 
here this week that the west ought 
to be represented on the court be¬ 
cause it was inadvisable not to 
have at least one justice a spe¬ 
cialist in western law. He said 
the west had a number of avail¬ 
able men but that he was active 
I for no candidate. Personally, he 
said, he would regard Frankfurter 
as a splendid appointment and 
would offer no objection. Senator 
Burke of Nebraska has said he 
would offer no objection. 

Lawyers’ Favorite 

Neither is any trouble looked 
for from the bar. Some time ago 
the Gallup poll showed Frank¬ 
furter the lawyers’ favorite for 
the supreme court. The American 
Bar Association Journal asked 
Frankfurter to write its leading 
editorial for the August issue on 
Justice Cardozo. That is taken by 
friends of Frankfurter as further 
evidence of his qualifications to 
occupy the seat on the bench 
which has come down through 
those two great scholars of law. 
Holmes and Cardozo. They would 
like to see that seat dedicated to 
a tradition of being occupied only 
by great jurists, protected from 
benchwarmers and mediocre ben¬ 
eficiaries of political expediency. 

Frankfurter has been the sub¬ 
ject of yards of newspaper and 
magazine hooey which has pic¬ 
tured him as running the New 
Deal by remote control. He’s had 
a large finger In a good many 
things. He is a liberal, whatever 
that is, but he hasn’t always track¬ 
ed with Roosevelt. For instance 
he thought that a lot of NRA was 
screwy. He never liked the code 
business. He was strong for the 
labor provisions but thought the 
government was fostering bus¬ 
iness combinations instead of bus¬ 
iness competition. He was grim¬ 
ly silent on the Roosevelt court- 
enlargement plan. Not that he 
liked what the court had been do¬ 
ing. He is supposed to have had 
qualms about the way Roosevelt 
proposed to deal with the diffi¬ 
culty. 

There’s been a surprising gen¬ 
eral acceptance of Frankfurter for 
the supreme court. If that can 
happen, we must have made some 
progress since the day when the 
late Dr. Wirt excitedly told a con¬ 
gressional committee that the 
Frankfurter New Dealers were 
about to overthrow the govern¬ 
ment.

WASHINGTON.—Some of the 
president’s most trusted advisers 
are counseling him to hold off ap¬ 
pointing Justice Cardozo’s suc¬ 
cessor until the new congress con¬ 
venes in January. 

Reason is: An appointment m 
October gives the opposition three 
months to organize and wage a 
fight against confirmation. But 
if the appointment is made in 
January, after congress meets, the 
administration would be in a 
strong position to press for prompt 
confirmation. 

The president also has been 
advised that to allow the vacancy 
to go unfilled during the remaind¬ 
er of the congressional interim 
will make no change in the line¬ 
up of the court. Cardozo’s illness 
kept him away from the bench 
practically the entire court ses¬ 
sion; nevertheless the govern¬ 
ment won 21 out of 23 of its im¬ 
portant cases. 

The line-up of the court U now 
4-2-2, as follows: four liberals, 
(Brandeis, Stone, Black and Reed), 
two die-hard conservatives (Mc- 
Reynolds and Butler), and two 
middle-of-the-roaders. Chief Jus¬ 
tice Hughes and Justice Roberts. 
Last term Hughes and Roberts 
sided with the liberals on every 
test involving a New Deal mea¬ 
sure. 

Note: Professor Felix Frank¬ 
furter continues to hold the lead 
over all other candidates for 
Cardozo’s place. At present bet¬ 
ting he is 10 to 1 to get the ap¬ 
pointment.

I had dinner with a man recent¬ 
ly whose whole life was changed 
in an hour by an idea. This idea 
lifted him from obscurity to world 
fame. That's a big statement but 
listen to his story. 

His name is Albert Edward 
Wiggam. 

He was a clerk in a flower shop 
in Denver. All his life he had suf¬ 
fered from timidity and self-con¬ 
sciousness, and the fear of having 
to talk to people. The thought of 
making a .speech made him ill. His 
home was at Vernon, Indiana. 

The high .school pupils in Vernon 
had to make a speech three times 
a year. When the time approached, 
Albert was .so terrified and hi.s 
face became so red with blushing 
that he often stayed outside until 
the time arrived and held his 
cheeks against the cold brick wall 
to stop their burning. In class his 
voice would tremble and his face 
turn white, then red, when he had 
to answer questions.

It advocated “free silver" and 
"himctalism" at 16 to 1, In college 
he had majored in problems of 
money and exchange.

He decided to go back to Indiana — 
and speak in the campaign if it 
killed him. He wa,s out of money "" 
and pawned his watoh for his 
railroad fare. The county chair¬ 
man at Vernon arranged for him 
to .speak in the little Simpson 
country schoolhouse. To his terror, 
the house was crowded, but he 
was on fire with hi.s ideas He said 
what he thought. He .stirred them 
with hi.s pa.s.sionate sincerity. He 
thought he talked for 15 minutes, 
but when he .sat down, he found 
he had held them spellbound for 
an hour and a half. 

As a result of that speech, ha 
received 26 invitations to speak. 

From then on he was in demand 
for two and three speeches a day 
all over the state. 

He decided to make public speak¬ 
ing hi.s (areer- the last thing on 
earth he had dreamed of doing. 

He ha.s delivered 6000 lectures and 
is one of America’s he.st .speakers. 

I asked him how he changed 
overnight from a hashful, self- 
con.seious per.son to a forceful 
speaker. He .said: 

“Well, I was fired with an idea. 

I had .something I wanted to say. 

I didn’t care whether my gram¬ 
mar was perfect or not, nor how 
my clothes iortked, nor whether I 
was making a plea.sing impres- 
Sion or not. I made lots of mis¬ 
takes. I forgot myself completely.

CLEVELAND. — (By Science 
Service)—A “midget sun” in the 
form of a 1000-watt mercury arc 
lamp whose brightness is one- 
fifth that of the sun’s surface and 
is yet no larger than a cigaret is 
announced here by the General 
Electric company. 

Consisting of a small quartz 
tube whose tiny bore contains a 
globule of mercury, a trace of 
argon and the necessary electri¬ 
cal contacts, the new lamp’s light 
source is approximately 12 times 
as brilliant as the incandescent 
filament of the standard 1000- 
watt projection lamp, company 
engineers declare. 

It will find wide use in photo¬ 
engraving work, in blueprinting, 
photo-enlarging, in searchlights, 
and for therapeutic applications, 
they predict. 

The lamp is water cooled be¬ 
cause enormously high pressure 
and heat are developed in produc¬ 
ing its brilliant light. Three quarts 
of water a minute flow past the 
midget through a special water 
jacket. A pressure-o p e r a t e d 
switch and magnetic valve turn 
the water on before the lamp is 
lighted and turn off the lamp in j 
the event failure of the water 
supply.
